The Crown 'ÍK o t* fCules 
Nation Without a King 


J T isn’t worth much as royal 
crowns go— a jeweler probably 
would v alue its gold and jewels at 
about $ 1500—but to the people of 
Hungary the Crown of St. Stephen 
is the greatest treasure in the 
world. 
To them it is the symbol 
of hope, of faith in some future 
monarch who w ill restore Hun­ 
gary to former greatness. 
While the crown remains the 
nation’s sole link with the mon­ 
archy, and all acts of legislature 
and courts are “ in the name of the 
Sacred Crown,” Regent-Gov ernor 
Nicholas Horthy de Nagybanya 
holds the power. He is the un­ 
crowned king of Hungary. 
For 19 years he has guided the 
destinies of his country. His tech­ 
nique in seizing power and elimi­ 
nating 
his 
enemies 
has 
made 
precedent for other dictators to 
follow. 
Trained in the relentless 
discipline of the Imperial Nav y— 
he still retains the title “ Admiral” 
—Horthy has led Hungary out of 
the terror of post-war rev olution, 
has steadily strengthened the m ili­ 
tary and economic position of this 
last remnant of the Hapsburg em­ 
pire. 
Horthy has made no attempt to 
seize the crown for himself. Rath­ 
er, he has built a greater nation 
for some future king to rule. 
The crown that unknown king 
will wear is shown on the Hunga­ 
rian stamp abov e, oliv e green, of 
the series of 1938, commemorating 
the 900th anniv ersary of the death 
of St. Stephen. 
The stamp was 
ov erprinted upon the annexation 
of Czech territory.
